Mobile for A-Warfare 


U. S. Virtually Completes Building 
New Strealined Army in Europe 


HEIDELBERG, Germany OIE)— 
The United States 
has virtually 
com pleted building its new army 
in Europe, streamlined and highly 
mobile for m odern atomic warfare, 
Gen. Henry I. Hodes disclosed to­ 
day. 
A headquarters spokesman said 
the a to m ic-age army will have a 
“ killing power potential almost be­ 
yond calculation.” 
Since last June, quietly and with­ 
out fanfare, Hodes has carried out 
the most drastic revamping ever 
undergone by the 200,000-man U. S. 
force that guards the Iron Curtain 
border in Europe. Its combat spear­ 
head is the 165,000-man U. S. 7th 
Army. 
The job consisted of the reor­ 
ganization of five “conventional” 
divisions into so-called “pentomic” 
divisions — flexible, highly mobile 
units capable of operating inde­ 
pendently on vast, fluid atomic bat­ 
tlefields.

services that are superfluous — 
but which he 
might demand if 
“ somebody” were paying. 
This is the point on which most 
criticism if major medical insur 
ance is based. 
Its critics say 
it is inflationary, that doctors and 
patients 
will conspire 
to boost 
bills. They say that may be parti 
cularly applicable to doctors, faced 
with the choice between an ex­ 
pensive and inexpensive treatment 
and taking the costly one. 
Insurance companies themselves 
are concerned about this possibil­ 
ity, but they say the ethics of the 
profession will cope with it.

small hospital and surgical bills. 
The misuse and abuse of major 
medical insurance obviously could 
spiral into impossible costs that 
would raise premiums above the 
reach of most persons. 
As one 
insurance company said, “while 
our resources stand behind each 
policy, the company in the long 
run must collect enough total prem 
iums to support 
the total pay­ 
ments.”
